(1) This case is before us on remand from the United States Court of Appeals for the Ninth 
Circuit to further consider the respondent's eligibility for cancellation of removal under 
section 240A(b)(l) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, 8 U.S.C. § 1229b(b)(l) 
(2012), following his violation of a protection order. We conclude that the respondent 
has been convicted of an offense under section 237(a)(2)(E)(ii) of the Act, 8 U.S.C. § 
1227(a)(2)(E)(ii) (2012), and is therefore ineligible for cancellation of removal under 
section 240A(b)(l)(C). The respondent's appeal will again be dismissed. 
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
